They fay they are much above a T houſand Years 
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of ape:; And being aske trom whence they came, 
_ they atiſwer'd, they came trom Damaſcus a Caty 
in-Galilea, and: were ſent by God to Preach 
\Repenrance tothe World, The Feſwits have ob- 
tain'd of our Magiſtrates, that theſe Men ſhould 
be ſenttoRO ME tothe PO Þ ©; But theſe 
Apoltles as they call-themnſelves,) anſwer'd, that 
Ns knew very well all that muſt happen unto 
them; And that it was altogether unneceflary to 
force them, for they had a great defire to go 
voluntarily -o ROME : their Chains were 
made of ſtrong and heavy Iron ; and when they 
were in the Streets, and theirChains very ſtrong- 
ly faſtned on their Legs, they brake them in Pie- 
ces before all the 53s oh who were wonderfully 
aſtoniſht thereat, which cauſed them all ro believe 
them to be very great Saints; they are now on 
_ their Journey for ROME. I ſhall ſhortly give you 
an account of their behaviour in therr Fourney, and 
of their behaviour and reception at Rome. 
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
